bated to  deal  with  the  particulars  which  will  be  encountered 
a the  operation  of  the  Honor  Code”.  An  analogy  may  help  us 
i*re.  The  Honor  Code  is  somewhat  like  the  Bill  of  Rights, 
rhile  the  Honor  Code  Procedure  is  like  the  literally  thousands 
I laws  that  legislators  have  passed  to  protect  rights  in  specific 
■nations.  These  two  documents,  the  “Honor  Code”,  and  the 
(Honor  Code  Procedure”,  go  together  to  make  up  what  is 

Iaown  as  the  “Honor  System”. 

J Last  spring  the  student  body  approved  the  Honor  Code 
||rt  of  the  system,  and  it  became  an  amendment  to  the  ASBYU 
Jonstitution.  In  other  words,  the  students  passed  the  Bill  of 
|jghts,  or  statement  of  beliefs,  which,  by  itself,  is  practically

The  method  used  in  supplement- 
ing the  Honor  Code  with  the 
Honor  Code  Procedure  is  the 
same  mothod  that  has  been  used 
in  representative  government 
since  that  type  of  rule  has  ex- 
isted. Just  as  our  state  and  nat- 
ional legislators  pass  laws  which 
we  are  obliged  to  abide  by,  so 
did  the  elected  legislators  of  our 
campus  pass  the  Honor  Code  Pro- 
cedure. This  being  the  case  we  are 
obliged  to  live  by  these  pieces 
of  legislation  unless  a situation 
exists  on  campus  which  we  shal| 
now  deal  with. 

If  the  situation  exists  wherein 
a majority  of  the  students  do  not 
approve  the  action  of  the  Legis- 


lative Council  in  regards  to  the 
Honor  Code  Procedure,  then  by 
means  of  the  referendum  those 
actions  can  be  reversed.
